WASHINGTON, D. C., April 18.—The pres- 
idential candidacy of “Silver Dick” Bland 
of Missouri has aroused much interest in

er of the Chicago Convention, They say 
that the Bland boom will havea big growth 
in States where the silver men control and 
he will go into the Chicage convention with 
more votes pledged to him than any other 
candidate. It is too soon after the Sedalia 
Convention for the Bland button to be seen, 
but the Bland sentiment is strong and grow- 
ing rapidly. 

Almost without exception the Southern 
and Western members indorse his candi- 
dacy, and when the Missouri man’s cam- 
paign mapagers begin work they will have 
comparatively an easy task to place him 
in the lead among Democratic candidates, 
The “sound money” men are hopelessly 
looking for an availableman. Olney, Whit- 
ney, Carlisle, Russell, Matthews and Morri- 
son have followers, but few in number. 
They will divide the sound money” dele- 
gations, however, so that Mr. Bland wil 
easily have probably as many votes as 
of them combined.

After having established the relation- 
ship of cousin, by marriage, to ex-Con- 
gressman Nathan Frank, Detective Doo“ 
Cook, whose correct name is William W. 
Cook, rounded out his ‘career in the family 


Mrs. Hattie Cook. : 

Mrs. Cook is first cousin to ex-Congress- 
man Frank. Her father, D. Frank, lives 
at 4320 West Belle place, in a handsomely 
appointed home. Until last Thursday 
morning Detective Cook lived there with 
his wife, who still resides there. 

Mrs, D. Frank thinks it was a sorry day 
when she met Detective Cook at the Fair 
Grounds race track last summer. She used 
to attend the races occasionally, and to 
that fact she attributes all the trouble 
which was begun by her daughter’s mar- 
riage to Cook. 

Young Cook is one of Chief Desmond's 
trusty “fly cops,“ and was detailed for 


race track duty last summer. Mrs. Frank 
said last night that Cook approached her 
one day at the track and gave her good 
advice on the horses she should play. 

“Being a Jewish young man, he did not 
repel me by his apparent forwardness,”’ 
said Mrs. Frank, “especially as he seemed 
to know me. He told me he knew my 
daughter. I replied that she certainly 
didn’t know him. Then he said he would 
call at the house some time, and sure 
enough he did. Of course, I introduced him 
to my daughter.” 


Cook. repeated his visits. He and the 
daughter fell in love, and, as Mrs. Frank 
stated last night, she and her husband 
finally consented to a home wedding in or- 
der to avoid the disgrace of an elopement, 
although greatly opposed to the match. 
The wedding took place on December 4 
last, and the couple resided with the 
Franks until the latter part of January, 
when Cook left his wife. 

“None of my daughter’s relgtives, save 
we in the house here, attended the wed- 
ding,” said Mrs. Frank last night. The 
only ones present were this wretch’s broth- 
ers and a few outsiders.”’. 

Cook returned to his father-in-law’s 
house in February and in his divorce peti- 
tion alleges that he did so on his wife's 
promise to behave herself. Mrs. Frank 
and her daughter deny this and all the 
other allegations in Cook’s petition. 

The final separation, they state, occurred 
Thursday morning, following a stormy 
scene the night before, precipitated be- 
cause Cook objected to his wife leaving the 
house with her parents during his absence 
on detective duty.

The divorce petition filed in consequence 
of the scene Wednesday night contained the

According to Mrs. Frank, the petition does 
not give the full details of the alleged con- 
fession. Mrs. Frank and her daughter were 
seated on the front porch when a Post- 
Dispatch reporter called. Mrs. Cook abso- 
lutely declined to discuss the matter, so 
Mrs. Frank explained things. 

“The wretch would not let my daughter 
leave her room, he was so jealous,” said 
Mrs. Frank. He was insanely jealous. 
This Mr. Childers is a,friend of the fam- 
ily, and he and my daughter have known 
each other since they were little tots. Every- 
thing he says in his petition is false.“

ENGLAND HAS 
HEA HANDS FULL 


The Matabeles Are Still Menac-| 
ing Buluwayo. 


BOERS MAY GIVE TROUBLE. 


The Situation in South Africa Grows 
Complex, to Say Nothing of | 
the Soudan. 


LONDON, April 18—A dispatch from 
Buluwayo, Matabeland, dated April 17, says 
that the rebel# are increasing in numbers 
in proximity to the forces of the patrol es- 
tablished by the English, Forty-two men 
attacked the vänguard of the Matabeles at 
dawn and drove them back to the maln 
body. The English sustained a loss ot only 
one man wounded. According to reports re- 
ceived here, over fifty of the natives were 
killed. 

At noon the scouts again encountered the 
Matabeles in the neighborhood of the Gov- 
ernment house. Again in the afternoon a 
panio was caused in the town by the dis- 
covery of 200 of the natives hiding in the 
bush back of the hospital, where they were 
detained by the forces of the British. Ad- 
vices so far as received do not indicate 
whether any of the English or Matabeles 
were killed or injured during these later 


conflicts. 

The situation is, however, growing 
more serious hourly and a hot 
time is expected soon. Buluwayo 
is almost surrounded by a large force of 
hostile Matabeles, estimated to number 
from 12,000 to 15,000; the garrison is not be- 
lieved to number 1,000 men all told, and over 
one-third of them are either foraging, hold- 
ing strategic positions, scouting or trying 
to keep the roads clear for the provision 
and agmunition trains which are on the 
way to relieve Buluwayo. Besides, it is re- 
ported that a large portion of the remainder 
of the garrison left Buluwayo yesterday to 
— — the Imbesu Regiment of the Mata- 

eles. 

The announcement made in the House of 
Commons yesterday by Mr. Chamberlain, 
Secretary of State for the Colonies, that 
the Government intended to increase the 
strength of the garrisons in South Africa 
has caused great satisfaction here. The 
Middlesex Regiment, the first one ordered 
to sail, has been especially chosen, as it 
fought at the Cape in There was 
great elation at Aldershot Camp when the 
orders to prepare to embark for South 
Africa reached this regiment. The soldiers 
gathered together and cheered repeatedly 
for Queen and country, everybody and ev- 
erything, and not many days will elapse 
before the men are ready for shipboard. 

It is more than hinted that the present 
increase is only a first installment of large 
reinforcements of troops which are to be 
sent to the Cape. The conservative news- 
papers are suddenly alive to the fact that 
the Cape of Good Hope ts of vital r- 
tance to Great Britain as being a sort of 
half-way house to India, a most healthy 
station, etc., and they loudly demand that 
it be converted into a milita base on a 
large scale. But what is really meant Is 
that Great Britain should prepare for war 
with the Trausvaal without loss of time. 

Further information has reached here 
from Johannesberg showing that the South 
African republic is making extensive min- 
tary preparations and the news has been 
— from several parts of the Trans- 
vaal. 

A dispatch to the Times from Johannes 
burg says: There is much disgust here at 
Sir Hercules Robinson ( ernor of Cape 
Colony) persistently opposing the sending of 
the British troops to South Africa. He is 
accused of subservieney to President Krue- 
ger and there are loud demands that Mr. 
Chamberlain end the matter. The Boers 
already six times outnumber the Britis®. 

Gen. Carrington, the British commander 
at Gibraltar, has been ordered to the Cape 
of Good 3 in order to take command of 
the British forces in Matabeleland. He is a 
South African veteran.

time, is likely to have trouble when the 
State Convention meets April 29.

BICYCLES AS BAGGAGE. 


The action pending before Judge Rus- 
sell in the Circuit Court to compel the 
railroads to carry bicycles as baggage is 
of general interest and the settlement of 
the question will be eagerly awaited by 
thousands of bicyclists in St. Louis and 
elsewhere. 

The contention of counsel] for plaintiff 
that bicycles are personal baggage in the 
same sense as are the fisherman’s rod and 
tackle and the hunter’s gun and other 
paraphernalia, seems good logic. The 
railroads transport these articles free of 
charge on the ground that unless they did 
so the trip would not be taken and they 
would lose the fare of the hunters and 
the fishermen. 

The argument that the bicyclist takes 
a trip by rail in order to ride home on his 
wheel seems to have a precisely similar 
basis. He can see no valid reason why he 
is allowed to carry with him a trunk 
weighing 100 pounds free of charge and 
yet is forbidden to take a wheel which 
weighs but 20 or 25 pounds without pay- 
ing frefght on it. 
Even should the decision go .gainst 
the litigating wheelmen it is to be hoped 
the railroads will, on the score of self- 
interest, not insist on taking advantage 
of it. If they do they will lose a great 
many passenger fares that they weuld 


otherwise get from bicyclists.

THE X RAT AND THE M’KINLEY BOOM. 


Two things which command a large 
share of the public interest have shown 
marked progress during the past week. 
These are the McKinley boom and the 
X ray.

And, last Dut not 
least, Chicago scientists claim they have 
demonstrated that it is sure death to the 
murderous microbes that cause death to 
man and beast under the guise of chol- 
era, consumption, diphtheria and hog 
cholera. 

The only point of resemblance between 
the scientific and the political object of 
interest is the element of progression 
existing at present in both. In the lat- 
ter this will die out amid the frosts of 
next November, but in the former it will 
go onward through the centuries to 
come, improving man’s physical condi- 
tion and bringing him nearer to the In- 
finite in wisdom.

But Mr. Depew has exceeded in his 
practical acquaintance with the geo- 
graphical extent of the country Mr. 
Cleveland, who has lived fifty-nine years 
in the United States and has been Presi- 
dent eight without going farther West 
than St. Louis. 

These eminent Easterners know as 
much about China and Central Africa 
as they do about the western three- 
quarters of their own country. And 
there are hundreds of other New York- 
ers as densely ignorant of everything 
Western as are President Gleveland and 
Mr. Depew. 


WHAT CUBA WOULD GAIN.

Bays Political Bigotry Drove Him 
From His Pastorate. 


PEW RATES AND LOW TARIFF 


One Member Called Him a Copper- 
head and Another Wondered If 
Democrats Were Christians. 


NEW YORK, April 19.—A local paper this 
morning prints a dispatch from Rev. Wm. 
N. Cleveland, brother of President Cleve- 
land, giving a detalled account of the 
clergyman’s troubles*with his parishioners. 
The dispatch says: 

CHAUMONT, N. Y., April 18.—There 
is no room for doubt that underlying all 
the trouble in the Chaumont Presbyterian 
Church which resulted in my dismissal 
as pastor is political bigotry. Should you 
canvass the village you would learn from 
tts citizens that that is the true state of 
affairs. The general, I might say the uni- 
versal opinion is that politics had véry 
much to do with the trouble. 

If the words and conduct of the fac- 


tion of my congregation which is op- 
sed to me mean anything, that is cer- 

Alnly the case. In fact, that was the 
formal complaint made to my face by a 
committee of this opposing faction, which 
formally waited upon me at the Parsonage 
@ little mcre than a year ago. They came 
to complain of a Grand Army sermon I 
had preached, which was not according to 
their views. 

They said that I did not make sufficient 
@llusion to the late war, and expressed 
Sympathy because of my being connected 
with a community with whose political 
views I was so much out of joint. The 
Spokesman for the committee was an 
elderly gentleman who is the head of a 
leading family of the opposition. Con- 
sistent with such a formal complaint to 
me with regard to my politics, there have 
been a variety of casual utterances from 
these same parties. 

I have been on the Lord’s day, and inside 
my church designated as Old Copperhead 

the leading man in the epposing party. 

at same man at an annual church meet- 
ing reduced his pew rates, alleging tariff re- 
form as the reason, and that was shortly 
before the visit of the committee referred 
to above. His complaint of too much 
tariff reform was made in writing. 

I had supposed that all was known about 
me, especially my politics, before I came 
here. But one day in my own house, soon 
after I took charge of the church, the re- 
mark was made that if it had been known 
that I was a Democrat I never would have 
been appointed to this parish. 

It was also said by the same person that 
it was surprising to know that any 
man could be a Democrat and a Christian 
at the same time and that it had been sup- 
posed such a thing was impossible. This 
remark may have been made partially in 
jest, however. 

me one, I do not know who, recently 
expressed satisfaction “that this nest of 
emocrats was about to be broken up.“ 

n the light of these facts, does it not ap- 

ear that politics had much to do with the

I have 
been very unwilling to believe in Christian 
men such motives as have evidently actu- 
ated those participating in this opposition 
and nothing but what seemed to be a prov- 
idential occasion to-day would have in- 
duced nme to make this statement. 

It must also be acknowledged that in a 
pecondary way other causes have opérated 
to provoke the opposition,especially certain 
old social enmities in the congregation, 
with which I have not sympathized suffi- 
ciently on one side or the other. This oppo- 
gition has been carried on by private soll- 
eltation for a pores of two years or more. 

The sume kinds of influences have been 
used effectually against influential minis- 
ters of neighboring churches. I have had 
several offers to leave here within the past 
six months, but I have refused because I 
consider it my duty to remain until the un- 

leasant matter is settled in what I regard 
the proper way. I have no plans for the 
future.

SPAIN TO STEAL A MARCH

She Will Antieipate the President by a 
Plan fer Referms. 


NEW YORK, April 18—A special to a 


local paper from Madrid says the Spanish 
Government is about to try to steal a march 
on President Cleveland. It is making prep- 
arations, which it pretends are voluntary, 
to put into force in the West Indies some 


scheme of colonial home rule, based upon 
the bill which passed the Cortes in Janu-

HE WORE A SHAWL 


The Joke That Was Played on a &t. 
Louis Man in the 508. 


Way back in 1853, when St. Louls was a 
border city, the local court was not kept 
working overtime to dispose of filed cases; 
Instead the court had to hustle around to 
rake up business enough to make a pretense 
for existing. 


Among the cases “raked up,” and one 
which will be remembered by almost every 
survivor of that time, is one related by old 
Turnkey Lally at the Soulard Street Police 
Station. 

A young man was arrested on a charge of 
wearing women’s clothing, convicted of the 
charge, and fined. It started as a joke, but 
no one but the court officials and the prose- 
puting witness knew it until several years 
ater. 

Kirk Anderson, a reperter on the old Re- 
publican, and a very prominent personage. 
was arrested on a charge of wearing wo- 
men's apparel, a shawl, What probably 
Suggested it was the arrest of a *. a pret- 
ty little thing who delighted to wear trous- 
ers. She was known as John Smith,“ and 
loafed about the engine house—then a vol- 
unteeer institution—always wearing a man’s 
suit of clothes. 

Justice was starving to death for lack of 
business, and the constable took “John 
Smith“ to the station house and locked her 
up on @ charge of wearing men’s clothes. 
All night John languished in the lonely cal- 
proses, and with the morning came her 
rial, . 

It was not necessary for the prosecution 
to hunt up evidence, as the girl appeared in 
court in the clothes she wore when arrested. 

“John Smith“ was convicted, and pounded 
rocks on the public streets for five months, 
with a ball and chain atttached to her feet. 

At that time the fashionable young men 
of the town had read in the fashion papers 
from New York that the proper thing was a 
Shawl, and the larger the shaw] the more 
proper. Kirk Anderson was a proper young 
man, and purchased as large a shaw] as his 
income would allow. The shawls were 
worn much as an elderly lady of to-day 
wears one. 

The court officials entered tnto a conspir- 
acy, eomplaint was made against the re- 
porter and he was arrested charged with 
wearing woman’s clothes. He was re- 
leased on bond. 

When the trial came up in the little room 
down in Commercial alley the place was 
packed, half of the audience being the lady 
friends of the defendant. Anderson entered 
a plea of not guilty. The first point to 
establish was that a shawl] was exclusively 
woman's apparel. The young prosecuting 
attorney, with long hair and an ambition, 
concluded his remarks on that subject by 
Saying that if men were allowed to wear 
shawls, or any other articles which have 
always been associated with women, it 
might prove disastrous to the enforcement 
of the Jaw, as a man could steal a coop of 
chickens and by the use of a shaw! dis- 
guise himself as a woman. 

The next point and the one which proved 
most vexatious, was to establish the fact 
that Anderson was a male and not entitled 
Most of 
Mr. Anderson’s lady friends were present 
when the awful problem of proving himself 
A man arose. The prosecuting witness 
BSwore that for several days he had fol- 
lowed Anderson about the town and that, 
although he passed the dry goods stores 
perhaps a dozen times, he never stopped 
once to look. That was strong evidence 
that he was not a woman, but the court 
was not trying to prove that. It desired 
to establish the fact that the prisoner was 
a man. His room was searched and in it 
were found only such articles as would be- 
long to a man. That was considered posi- 
tive proof. 

The Judge said that as it was Anderson’s 
first offense he would only fine him $50 and 
the costs. Anderson did not have that 
much money with him and was taken to 
jail, where he was about to be locked up 
when a friend paid the fine. 

At that time there were a good many 
young men wearing shawls, but after An- 
derson’s conviction they were all discarded 
and there was ana immediate slump in the 
shawl market. 

Some time after the trial it leaked out 
that the charge was gotten up as a joke, 
but when it had progressed so far the in- 
stigators were compelled to carry it out. 

Anderson went West in the 70s and start- 
ed a paper in Colorado. He died there 
about etn years ago. He had a brother, 
Bill Anderson, who is now living in St. 
Louis.

NEW YORK, April 18.—A special meeting 
of the Amateur Athletic Union was held 
here to-night, and the most important bit 
of work was transacted near the close. 


This was the signing of articles of alliance 
with the Y. M. C. A. of North America. 
The articles will be approved by the board 
and will then be submitted to a mail vote. 
The Pacific, Southern and Central Asso- 
— were not represented at the meet- 
ing. 

The first matter to come up was that of 
the definition of an amateur. A paper has 
been prepared by the committee appointed 
for the purpose, but it was decided to lay 
the matter over and increase the commit- 
tee having it in charge by adding the name 
of two representatives. from the Inter- 
collegiate Association of Amateur Athletes 
of America.

THE TYRANNOUS GAG RULE. 


Prominent Party Leaders Declare the 
Fiat for the Primary Election 
Is Unprecedented. 


Your Uncle Filley seems to have at last 
succeeded in pulling his house down upon 
himself. The timbers and the bricks are

Louis by abolishing direct ward represen- 
tation to said State Convention. This was 
not calculated to eye a fair expression of 
the will of the Republican voters 
of the city; but notwithstanding that, we 
would not have remonstrated had you, as 
the City Committee, followed out the pro- 
vision of the call of the State Committee.

SALYATIONISTS = MOBBED, 


Attacked 


by a Crowd on the Public 
Square at Belleville. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

BELLEVILLE, III., April 18.—A riotous 
demonstration against the Salvation Army 
lasting half an hour took place to-night on 
the public square. A mob of several hun- 


dred hoodlums made rush after rush against 


the band of soldiers. The women were car- 
ried from their feet several times and were 
in imminent danger of being crushed. 

Capt. Anderson blew a police whistle re- 
peatedly and sent for Chief Obst, but that 
official could not be found. Two officers 
made spasmodic efforts to quell the riot but 
made no arrests. The tumult was deafen- 
ing and could be plainly heard at the police 
station, a block away. 

Adam Gintz, the wealthy ex-brewer, was 
in the fore front of the disturbance ond 
followed the soldiers to their hall, where he 
attempted to force an entrance.

HAVANA, April 8 Government has 
decided to increase the ngth of the for- 
tifications in all parts of the island, 
Maximo Gomez when last heard from was 
camped between Placetas and the limits 
of Sancti Spiritus, Province of Santa Clara. 
Maj. Fondeviela, near Jaruco, in the prov-

The insurgents, ‘ac- 
cording to official advices received by the 
authorities, left eleven dead on the field, 
including one officer.

It Requires a Shrewd Man to Win 
at the Game. 


PERCENTAGES OF A BOOK. 


The Bookmaker Does Not Win by 
Luck But by the Mest 
Careful Calculation. 


There are puzzles and puzzles to the or- 
dinary race-goer, matters that are as plain 
as day to the regular. The difference be- 
tween the regular and the ordinary race- 
goer, or casual,“ is marked. The latter 
patronizes the track only on high days 
and holidays and loses his money like a Ut- 


tle man, forgetting all about it next day, 
while the whole life and being of the reg- 
ular is bound up in the horses. The classes 
can be readily distinguished at the track, 
especially in the betting ring. The ordi- 
nary mortal, unless he be a Board of 
Trade man, is apt to get a bit rattled when 
he gets tangled up in the din and apparent 
confusion of the ring between races. He 
wants to bet on some horse, he cares littie 
which, so long as he has some money 
down. He is ready to take any kind of a 
tip, and after getting his tip, is willing to 
accept any price offered against his choice 
by the first bookmaker he comes to. He 
does not stop to figure that the odds he re- 
ceives are unfair and do not properly rep- 
resent the retio between his chances of 
success or loss. Not so the regular. He 
makes up hig mind as to the horse he 
wants to play, either as the result of sta- 
ble information or careful study of the 
form of the contenders, the ability of the 
jockeys, the chances of the owner “trying” 
at the price, etc., and then proceeds to bet. 
But he studies all the slates and if he 
thinks the bookies are too tight in their 
8 it is with extreme reluctance that 
e puts up his money. For the genuine 
“regular” is as quick at ztudying the per- 
centage of a slate as the bookmakers 
themselves. 8 
Nearly every one who has visited a rac 
track has frequently heard the bookmak- 
er's percentage mentioned, but few * 
the process at which the 8 18 
reached. The odds offered by the k- 
maker are supposed to be a reflex of the 
relative ability of the horses, or rather 
the relative positions they occupy in the 
public mind. Frequently the public is a 
bit off in its calculations and backs a horse 
at 2 to 1 who should be at 6 or 8 to 1. Such 
a horse is.what is cailed a false favorite. 
Bookmaking is a science and it takes a 
sharp, shrewd man to win at the game. 
Many of the successful “Bey have been 
called lucky.“ but scratch lucky book- 
maker and you will find a shrewd fellow 
sometimes unscrupulous, but as a general 
rule as honest as his fellow man. For it 
is an axiom of the turf that the crooked 
man is sooner or later landed,“ or broke. 
Nearly every bookmaker in the country 
relies mainly on his percentage for his 
profit. A few “hold” horses—that 18, 
refuse to accept money offered on them— 
but the vast majority prefer to have every 
horse in e field backed. In this way, 
with a’ well-regulated book, they are sure 
to quit winner to any horse in the bunch. 
To do this, they must regulate their prices 
and do so with a table of percentages, 
which each carries in his head. This per- 
centage is figured out in a very simple 
manner. The sum to be paid out on a bet 
of $1 at a given price is divided into 100, 
and the quotient is the per cent of that 
Eaten, The sum of the quotients obtained 
y applying the same process to every 
horse in a race, represents the percentage 
of the book on that race. If the total falls 
short of 100, the book is a losing one, or 
“Dutch” to the per cent of the deficit: if 
it exceeds 100, the excess shows what per 
cent the book Is a winning one. Ik, for 
instance, the total fs 110, the book is a 10 
per cent winning book and with each horse 
played up to the same amount, the bookie 
will keep $10 out of each $100 he handles, 
no matter which horse wins. Take, for 
example, the following book:

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The action of J. R. Bettis in applying for 
a writ of mandamus directed against the 
Missouri Pacific Railroad shows that the 
Missouri division of the League of American 
Wheelmen is awake to the exigencies of the 
situation in this and other States, There 
is upon the statute books of Missouri a law 
to compel railroads to carry 100 pounds of 
baggage free with each ticket. This law 
has been construed by the railroads to not 
include bicycles, although it ig apparent 
that such a construction is an unjust dis- 
crimination against wheels and those who 
ride them. To the wheelman on a journey 
his mount is as ‘great a necessity as a change 
of apparel. 

Fortunately for the league’s chances of 
success in its present legal fight the rail- 
roads seem to have committed themselves 
to an admission of the very fact that the 
L. A. W. contends for and upon which it 
bases its hopes—that a bicycle is baggage. 
That the roads regard it as such is shown 
by their custom of carrying them in the 
The case will hinge upon this 
point and the league has more (han even 


chance for victory. In the event of the 
courts deciding against it the league will 
have a bill introduced in the next Legisla- 
ture embodying the same points as the 
Potter bill, passed by the New York Legis- 
lature ten days ago. If the wheelmen of

A person signing himself An Old Wheel- 
man” writes to the cycling editor of the 
Post-Dispatch calling attentign to the 
dangers of indiscriminate scorching and the 
injury it may do the sport, and urging a 
strong condemnation of the practice. 

“Old Wheelman” is right. The rider, he 
is generally young and inexperienced, who 
darts through the crowded streets and 
driveways at a high rate of speed is en- 
dangering not only his own life and the 
lives of others, but he is holding up wheel- 
men to public aversion and is sowing the 
seeds for a crop of stringent laws direct- 
ed against the bicycle. People, however 


they admire the wheel, do not like to be 


run down by a reckless rider and such oc- 
clirrences engender ill feeling against wheel- 
men in general. 

Here is an example that came within the 
obéervation of the writer. Thursday even- 
ing about 6:15, just the hour when the down- 
town streets are most crowded, a young 
man was riding a bicycle westward on 
Olive street. He was riding the cable slot

It is safe to say that the old 
established dealers were never so busy, and 
that notwithstanding the precautions taken 
to place large advance orders because of the 
trouble experienced last season there is al- 
ready trouble in securing wheels ordered. 
In some instanceg dealers have found it 
necessary to take a trip to the factory in 
order to be on the ground personally and 
secure wheels through their persuasive elo- 
quence, which could not be obtained by 
writing. 

The enormous number of low and medium 
priced machines on the market has lowered 
the value of second-hand machines 
to such an extent that many who 
intended disposing of their last 
year’s mounts and getting a ‘ 
pattern may “vk Ag that luxury because of 
the sacrifice which it would be necessary to 
make. The great increase in the number 
of cheap machines, however, apparently has 
no effect on the sale of the $100 variety, for 
the makers of high grade machines are al- 
most without exception turning out a great 
many more wheels this year than ever be- 
fore. There is room for every price and grade 
of machine, and the influx of so many low- 
priced bicycles simply opens the field to 
many who once were unable to indulge be- 
cause they could not afford to do so. A pur- 
chaser can be found this year for every- 
thing, from the wheel decorated with silver 
ornaments down to the second-hand crock, 
which is apparently fit for little else than a 
place in the junk shop.

at is not pleasing to the eye. The bicycle 
leg, however, is of slow growth, and if 
one exercise a proper care he or she may 
disguise it so that it is noticeable only to 
the expert and the shoe clerk. 
“Scorching”’’ is the primary cause of the 
bicycle limb. That, more than anything 
else, tends to develop the muscles and pro- 
duce the appearance of strength and en- 
durance rather than grace and beauty. 
The professional scorcher knows better than 
to develop the hard, knotty muscles. When 
in training, his great anxiety is to keep 
the muscles of his leg soft and pliable and 
yielding. His greatest speed is reached 
when his legs, according to other athletic 
standards, are totally unfit. But the ama- 
teur scorcher does not appreciate this. She 
spurts furiously down the boulevard three 
or four blocks and then stops to cool off. 
That hardens and stiffens the muscles and 
in time the bicycle leg becomes as incura- 
bly conspicuous as the bicycle face.

Writing of cycling for women, Sir Benja- 
min Ward Richardson, M. D., F. R. S., de- 
clares in the London Lady thet he favors 
the sport. “There was,” he writes, “At first 


It was thought to be toe 
severe an exercise, and the practice of it 


was contrary to the feeling that had long 
existed in reference to the recreations which 
ladies should follow. There is no occasion 
for surprise at this feeling, for it must be 
admitted generally that women are much 
more conservative than men, and that there 
must be a strong demonstration of any 
kind in regard to recreations, however use- 
ful they may be, before women in consider. 
able numbers become, on their own part, 
partakers in the change.

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“These ideas, which were prevalent 
throughout both sexes, have now, fortu- 
nately, passed — away, and we have 
come to the conclusion that, under judi- 
cious Management, a woman, just as well 
as a man, is capable of enjoying physical 
exercises and pleasures without being trans- 
formed into an Amazon, or made 80 es- 
sentially different from other members of 
her own sex as not to be recognized, in 
the ordinary way, as a woman. 

It is not necessary to trace out step by 
step the modifications of thought and cus- 
tom that have led to these changes of opin- 
ion, because it ig now admitted that noth- 
ing except false training and a rooted but 
false doctrine could have ever given rise to 
the old views which have, for so many cen- 
turies, prevailed. We agree now that wom- 
en, as a matter of recreation, may cycle. 
We do not push it that they may work at 
the cycle, try to carry heavy loads by it, 
or race out of wind, so that they may per- 
form quicker than any one else the feat of 
beating, either in distance or in time, pro- 
fessional male riders. 

„„I have occasionally heard of women who 
have taken long rides, and, if I am not 
mistaken, one of these actually accom- 
plished 150 miles in a day; but it is conceded 
that moderate exercise on the cycle is good 
for both sexes, and I shall not be stating 
what is far from the truth when I say 
that long-labored or furious cycling is just 
as bad for one sex as for the other, 

‘Admitting this much, we have to con- 
cede that ladies ride a bicycle better than 
they do a tricycle. We first suppenes that 
women could only work a tricycle, and we

pounds, Mr. James O’Brien, inventor of the 
electric bicycle, has added a battery, motor 
and switchboard, which together bring the 
weight up to sixty pounds. The battery, 
which is known as *he dry chloride, is the 
main part of Mr. O’Brien’s invention. Its 
weight is about fifteen pounds, which is 
considerably less than anything used in 
previous experiments. With this battery a 
force can be maintained which will carry 
the bicycle over rough country roads, up 
hill and down hill, for a period of forty- 
eight hours. 

The speed of the electric bicycle is prac- 
tically unlimited. It has been tested up toto 
nearly fifty miles an hour, faster than 
which no one has yes dared to try it. 

From the illustration it will be seen that 
the electric attachments occupy compara-

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Evidence Against Him in the 
Donahoe Case Growing Blacker. 


WNESS MILNE'S STORV. 


Inquest Continued Until Menday When 
Johnson, Who Is 4 Prisoner, Will 
Testify in His Own Behalf. 


There seems to be yery little doubt now 
that Attorney Charles Donahoe was beat- 
en to death. The police believe that John 
E. Johnson was the man who did it. 

Capt. Joyce of the Third Police District 
gathered the evidence for the Coroner on 
the first inquest, which was held Tuesday 
afternoon in the Third District Police Sta- 
tion. The only witnesses were Prof. 
Thomas H. Sims, Carl W. Pohlman, John 


E. Johnson and Mrs. Shepherd. 
Yesterday Capt. O'Malley introduced two 
new witnesses in the second inquest. The 
first was Clay G. Milne, a clerk in the 
John McCloskey Carbonating Works and 
living at 200A Washington avenue, who 
said that he had seen Donahoe stagger and 
fall Saturday midnight at Twenty-second 
and Chestnut streets while standing among 
two men, one short and the other tall, and 
a woman. He identified the men as John 
E. Johnson, the prisoner, and Carl Pohl- 
man and the woman as Mrs. Shepherd. 
When he saw Donahoe fall he went 
across the street to where he was lying 
and started to pick him up, but as he did 
so Johnson approached him and said: 
“Well, you — — —, do you want some of 


that, too?“ 

es, you „ I'U take a little.” Milne 
jumped to his feet, but as he did so, John- 
gon recognized him, and they shook hands, 
after which Johnson was led away by the 
tall man and Milne went to his home and 
went to bed. 

Capt. O’Malley’s other important witness 
was G. W. Beckett, an engineer in the fac- 
tory of the Claes & Lehnbeuter Manufac- 
turing Co., Twenty-second street and Wash- 
ington avenue, where Victor Kamenzind is 
employed as night watchman., Kamenzind 
has all along told the police that all he 
knew about the matter was that he saw 
Donahoe come rushing up the street at mid- 
night Saturday while very drunk, and that 
he bumped his head against the stone wall 
of the church on the opposite corner, and 
then fell to the sidewalk unconscious. 


Beckett yesterday testified that Kamen- 
ind had told him Wednesday that if he 
were to tell all that he knew about the inci- 
dent it would cost some one $3,000. The 
next morning Beckett said that Kamen- 
zind had told him that in keeping his mouth 
closed he was saving some one $8,000, and 
probably a—then Kamenzind drew his fin- 

er across his throat, indicating a hang- 


ng. 

When Kamenzind was placed on the 
stand he tried to deny everything, but fin- 
ally admitted having made the remarks to 
Beckett. He said he did so because a negro 
in the saloon across the etreet had told him 
— Johnson and Pohlmann had killed Dona- 

oe. 

Prof. Sims retold the story he had re- 
lated to the newspapers during the week, 
to the effect that when he alighted from a 
Lindell car he saw two men and a woman 
quarelling over the prostrate body of a man 
which was lying on the sidewalk near the 
church at Twenty-second and Washington 
avenue. When they noticed him they walked 
toward Lucas avenue on nty-second 
Street. 

The inquest was then continued until Mon- 
day morning when Johnson, who is held as 
a prisoner, will be given a hearing. Pohl- 
man and Mrs. Shepherd will also testify. 


SENATOR VEST AT WORK. 


Thinks He Will Get What St Louis 
Asks for the Rivers.

WASHINGTON, D. C., April 18.—Senator 
Vest is working on the amendments to the 
river and harbor bill desired by St. Louis, 
and it is said by those familiar with the 
measure that the amendments desired will 
be incorporated. Mr. Web Samuel started for 
St. Louls to-night with the assurance that 
the bill, when reported to the Senate from 
the Committee on Commerce, will carry 
practically what St. Louts asks for.

Clark, the Republican member of the House 
Committee for the First Missouri District, 
would come in for a lively hauling over the

that is they would have to put up 350 to 
list their delegation, then would not be al-

This they did 
yesterday, and concluded not to run an 
opposition delegation for the St. Joseph con- 
vention.

THE AIM OF ARBITRATION. 


An International Association Formed 
to Adjudicate Questions Between 
the United States and England. 


The International Arbitration Association, 
which was organized at Mercantile Club 
last Tuesday evening, represents, locally, 
au movement which is now general through- 
out the United States and Great Britain, 
Similar associations have been formed with- 
in the last month or two in the principal 
cities of the United States, and a conference 
of representatives from these associations 
was held in Philadelphia Feb, 22. 

This meeting was attended by such lead- 
ing men as Bishop Potter, Robert Treat 
Paine, Edward Atkinson, Lyman Abbott, 
Felix Adler, Washington Gladden and Her- 
bert Welch. Letters of cordial sanction 
were received from President Cleveland, 
Gen. Miles, Senator Sherman, Judge Cooley, 
Carl Schurz, three members of the Cabinet 
and many Senators and Representatives. 
The following resolutions were passed: 

“Resolved, That the common sense and 
Christian conscience of America and En- 

land agree that the time has come to abol- 
sh war between these two nations, Who are 
really one people. We invite both Govern- 
ments to adopt a permanent system of ju- 
dicial arbitration. We earnestly support 
the movement for a general meeting at 
Washington at an early date to promote 
this good cause, 

“Resolved, That the Executive Committee 
having charge of this conference be con- 
tinued and empowered to act and co- 
operate with a like committee from other 
societies of the country in arranging for 
the Washington meeting, with power to add 
to their number.“ 

A cable message of greeting was received 
from the Anglo-American Arbitration Com- 
mittee in Lendon as follows: 

Hearty greetings to our American kins- 
men who are celebrating Washington's 
Birthday. We join with you in doing honor 
to your national hero by advocating fra- 
ternal union through a permanent court f 
arbitration for the peaceful and honorabie 
adjustment of all differences arising in tho 
R family.

Mr. Gladstone wrote as follows: “The con- 
viction and sentiment on the subject grow 
in strength from year to year in proportion 
to the growth of the monstrous and barbar- 
ous militarism in regard to which England 
has to bear no small share of responsi- 
bility.”’

reat Britain, which cannot be adjusted by 
diplomatic agencies, should be referred to 
arbitration, and that a permanent tribunal 
for that purpose ought to be established by 
some treaty arrangement between the two 
nations. 

„Resolved, That an association be formed 
in the city of St. Louis to aid in forwarding 
— object indicated in the foregoing resolu- 
tions.“ 

A permanent association was formed, with 
Col. J. O. Broadhead as President, Prof. C. 
M. Woodward as Secretary, and an execu- 
tive committee of twenty-five.

urpose of the conference will de to urge 

he Administration and Congress to at 

once take action looking to the establiish- 
ment of a permanent tribunal for arbitrat- 
ing all disputes arising between Great Brit- 
ain and this country. 

The principle of interna‘ional arbitration 
is — new, but the plan of establishing a 
permanent court or tribunal is new. It is 
easily seen that the hot blood arising from 
trifiing incidents may gd wth war meas- 
ures before a proposal to uroltrate can be 
acted upon. On the contrary, if there be 
a permanent court ready at all times to 
take cognizance of any disputed matter 
diplomacy falls to adjust, te reference to 
that court would be a matter Of course.

In 1890 Congress passed such resolutions 
favoring arbitration, and in 1893 the House 
of Commons passed such resolutions by 
unanimous vote. Later a memorial! signed by 
a majority of the Members of Parliament 
was sent to this country, and was recog- 
nized and recommended in one of the Presi 
dent's messages. The French Government 
likewise sent a memorial to this country 
last summmer, propesias an arbitration 

eement. Eight other nations have offi- 
clally expressed their approval of arbitra- 
tion as a substitute for war. 

On April 6, Cardinal Gibbons of Baltimore, 
Cardinal Vaughn of Westminster and Car- 
dinal Logue of Ireland joined in a manifesto 
appealing to the American, the Irish and the 
English people to formulate public opinion 
into a demand for the establishment of a 
permanent tribunal of arbitration as the 
only substitute for the English-speakin 
races for a resort to the bloody arbitramen 
of war. The history of the Alabama claim, 
and the more recent Behring Sea dispute is 
familiar. In the one case we received all, 
or a little more than the damages we 
claimed in the latter case a judgment by 
st pula tion for $425,000 obviated the necessity 
of calling in commissioners. 

he sum, which its so insignificant as to 
not equal the loss by a single day of war 
scare, let alone war, has so far been refused 
appropriation by the Senate, for quibbling 
reasons, which will illustrate how war may 
be precipitated by inconsiderate legizla- 
tors. Senator Morgan objects that the 
amount is too large, that a part of it is due 
to American citizens, and between the lines 
he intimates that we would rather fight 
England than not. 

In the Venezuelan incident the declama- 
tions at Washington were that this nation 
was ready to spend blood and _ treasure 
without limit for a defense of the Monroe 
Doctrine. Our insistence was really that 
Fingland should consent to arbitrate. It 
thus appears that the administration at 
Washington, the Congressmen and the 
newspapers and talkers are so strongly in 
favor of international arbitration that they 
insisted upon going to war to enforce it. 

Among thé communications sent to the 
Peace Society of Boston during the Vene- 
zuela excitement was a poem opening with 
“Rally Round the Flag, Boys, each verse 
ending with in the cause of peaceful arb!- 
tratlon.“ Surely we must be in earnest 
about arbitration if we are so anxious to 
fight for it. 

Writing about the “ugliness of modern 
life’’ Oulda suggests that even war has 
lost its old time splendor@and picturesque- 
ness, and has become merely a scientific 
process for destroying men and material. 
Arbitration once established between the 
English-speaking nations, in whose hands 
rest two-thirds of the world’s commerce, 
other nations must follow. The era of dis-

Col. John W. Cockerill Not Maj. 
Edwards’ Antagonist. 


EMORY S. FOSTER THE MAN, 


True Story of a Meeting Between Two 
Well Known Missouri Journal- 
ists in 1875. 


Last Sunday’s New York Journal had a 
weird tale of a duel between Col. John W. 
Cockerill and Maj. John, N. Edwards, two 


old St. Louis newspaper men now dead, but 
men whose memories still live. The occa- 
sion for the narrative was the sudden death 
of Col. Cockerill in Egypt. : 

The yarn was an interesting one, but un- 
true in so far as it had to jo with Col. 
Cockerill. It had Maj. Edwards located in 
Kansas City, the duel was made to occut in 
1879. Maj. Bawards was also wounded, ac- 
cording to the report, and only the barest 
outlines of the real affair could be discerned 
in the Journals’ story. 

The article, of course, referred to the duel 
fought in Winnebago County, Illinois, in 
1875, by Col. John N. Edwards, then editorial 
writer of the St. Louis Dispatch, and Maj. 
Emory 8. Foster, then editorial writer of the 
St. Louis Evening Journal, and now Secte- 
tary of the St. Louis Board of Public Im- 
provements. 

Maj. Foster, when his attention was called 
to the New York Journal’s statement, said 
he remembered very indistinctly the par- 
ticulars of the affair, and asked Col. W. D. 
W. Barnard, who acted as his second in the 
duel, to look up his scrap book containing 
newspaper accounts of the meeting. Col. 
Barnard: did as requested and from the 
newspaper accounts found in his scrap book 
the following facts are selected: 


In the summer of 1875 the Secretary of 
the Fair Association of Winnebago Coun- 
ty, acting on his own responsibility and 
without authority from the directors, in- 
vited Jefferson avis to deliver an agri- 
cultural address at the opening of the fair, 
which was accepted by Mr. Davis, and an- 
nounced by the Secretary, Mr. Kimball, a 
Kentuckian by birth. When this än- 
nouncement was made, a storm of indigna- 
tion arose among the people of Winnebago 
County, especially among the women, who 
declared they would boycott the fair should 
. programme of Mr. Kimball be carried 
out, „ 

This aroused much bitter newspaper dis- 
cussion all over the country. An article 
appearing in the St. Louis Times of August 
25, 1875, containing the following para- 
graph: 

We don’t blame the women of Winne- 
bago County so much for the fury that 
possessed them at the bare mention of the 
mame of Jefferson Davis. The bulk of 
them, no doubt, had in their houses at the 
time the invitation was extended, pianos 
stolen from Mr. Davis’ Mississipp! neigh- 
bors, and silver spoons with names upon 
them familiar to Mr. Davis’ eyes as house- 
hold words; and while he was a gentleman 
of too much good taste to seem by his 
manner even to recognize the fact, it would 
have been terribly mortifying to the aver- 
age of indignant dames if, in accepting an 
invitation to dinner or supper, he had 
chanced upon a house filled with the spoils 
of Sherman’s March to the Sea.“ : 

The Journal of the next day said: “The 
man who wrote that paragraph knew that 
he lied when he wrote it. He lied delib- 
erately and with the direct purpose of in- 
sulting the mothers, wives and sisters of 
men who served in the Federal army.”’ 

Ex-Gov. Thomas Reynolds called at once 
at the Journal office and demanded the 
name of the writer of the above state- 
ment, explaining at the same time that the 
Times article had been written by Col. 
Edwards for Mr. Hutchins, who was 
the owner of both the Times and the Dis- 
patch. * 

Foster declared himself the writer of the 
article complained of. 

Then ensued an extensive correspondence 
between Col. W. D. W. Barnard, acting for 
Foster, and Col. H. B. Branch, acting for 
Sdwards, who insisted that Foster should 
retract the offensive language in the 
Journal, referring to the writer“ of the 
Times article. 

Foster declared that he had no knowl 
edge that Edwards had written the Times 
article, and could not therefore properly 
be held to have intended to apply the lan- 
guage complained of to Edwards. More- 
over, he refused to retract anything as 
long as the Times article remained un- 
qualified. It appears that Foster when he 
wrote the word writer“ intended it to 
apply to Mr. Hutchins, and actually so 
wrote, but the name was stricken out by 
Mr. Hume, the managing editor of the 
Journal. 

At any rate, Foster refusing to retract, 
a formal challenge was sent him by Ed- 
wards, and it being accepted it was ar- 
ranged that the meeting should take place 
in Winnebago County, Illinois, on Sept. 4 
1875, at 5 o’clock p. m. Each of the prin- 
cipals was entitled to two friends and a 
surgeon. 

The entire party left St. Louis on the 
game ‘rain, and it soon developed that, 
while Foster had with him only Col. Bar- 
nard and Dr. O'Reilly, Col. Edwards had 
with him Col. Branch, Dr. Montgomery and 
Mr. Mumford of the Kansas City Times. 
Col. Barnard thereupon telegraphed to Mr. 
Medill of the Chicago Tribune to detail a 
reliable reporter to meet him at the depot 
in Chicago on confidential business. When 
the party reached Chicago they were met by 
John W. Postgate of the Tribune, who ac- 
companied Foster to Rockford, near which 
place the fight came off. 


The following is an extract from an article 
written by Postgate for the Chicago Tribune 
of Sept. 5: 

“Upon arriving at Rockford both parties 
drove to the Holland House and partook 
of dinner. Maj. Foster retired to his room 
and wrote a letter to his wife and then 
lay down to await the termination of the 
conference between the seconds as to the 
best means of avoiding the authorities. As 
the time for the contest 1212 — he ap- 
peared not in the least discomposed, but 
bore himself as a man who had tried every 
means of making up the quarrel, but who 
was driven into a position from which he 
could not retire without fighting. In con- 
versation with the writer he stated he re- 
gretted tne affair very much. He had 
done everything in his power to prevent a 
meeting, and now responded to save him- 
self from street quarrels. Mr. Edwards 
and himself had for years been the closest 
friends, and their dispute was very un- 
fortunate. From what Maj. Foster 
dropped and from other sources, the writer 
wathered that the quarrel was more of a 

olitical than a personal character. Mr. 
Foster is a Republican of fine talents, 
which have been felt through his writings 
in the Journal and the Democrats—at 
least it appeared so from facts which the 
writer learned outside the parties—are anx- 
ious to get rid of him, at any cost, and 
availed themselves of this chance. 

“About 3 o’clock the seconds completed 
their arrangements. It was decided to drive 
five miles north on the Beloit road, and 
have the meeting in some secluded spot. 
* © The spot selected was a coupe of 
poneres verde west of the road, a beautiful- 
ly shaded valley, in which horses and cattle 
were grazing. he seconds took up position 
near a tree, and commenced to examine the 
weapons. The principals were a few rods 
apart, Foster reclining on a bank, coolly 
smoking a cigar, Edwards resting with his 
back against a tree, and conversing with 
Dr. Mumford, with whom he served in the 
Confederate army. * * Twenty ~paces 
was the distance. The positions were north 
and south, and were marked each f. a 
short stake driven into the ground. he 
seconds tossed up for ition, and for the 
call. Branch won the choles of position, and 
Barnard the call. * Edwards chose the 
squth for position, and the principals were 
placed by their seconds. 

“Both men at this point displayed marvel- 
ous nerve, Foster smoking his cigar in an 
unconcerned way. At length all was ready. 
At exactly 5 o’clock the men f h 
other, and took mental aim; then came 
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other fire, but Foster, having satisfied 
awardee demand for ‘satisfaction,’ had no

It was agreed that 
One shot should be exchanged, and no 
more, unless both parties demanded it. 
* * * Everything being in readiness, the 
command was given and two reports rang 
out on the still evening air almost simul- 
taneously, but they left both the parties 
Standing upright and unhurt. ‘I demand 
another shot,’ cried Edwards immediately. 

A hurried conference was held between 
Col. Bernard and his pricipal, and it was 
then announced that Col, Foster declined 
to exchange further shots. * * * All par- 
ties then shook hands and left the: field. 
Perhaps no affair ever occurred in which 
more true courage and coolness were man- 
‘fested on both sides. - Both shots were in 
line, but were too high.”’ 


The scrap book produced by Col. Barnard 
shows that this duel caused much comment 
in the press of all parts of the country, from 
Bostoh to New Orleans. 

Of course it caused immense excitement 
in Rockford, and the parties interested were 
all indicted by the Grand-jury there, but 
no demand was ever made by the Governor 
of Illinois for the surrender of the offenders. 
Indeed, it is believed that Col. Barnard, 
a relative and intimate friend of Gen, Grant, 
and at that time United States Bank Ex- 
aminer, had sufficient influence with the 
powers to hush the matter up and nothing 
has been heard of the indictments for more 
than twenty years. 

Foster and Edwards while seated together 
on the grass of that grove, north of Rock- 
ford, renewed a friendship which lasted 
without a break until the untimely death 
of the brilliant, generous and gallant ex- 
Confederate Major.

Cruelty to 


Sentenced for Life fer

OTTAWA, Ontario, April 18.—Mrs. Bell, 
for cruelty to her grandchildren, was to-day 


sentenced to life imprisonment. 

The charges against Mrs. Bell, which were 

roven at the trial, were that she nad pun- 
shed the two children, a boy of 14 and a girl 
of 15, with the most flendish tortures which 
malignant ingenuity could devise. — 7 
ping them to the thinnest clothing she would 
soak them in water and compel them to 
sit before open windows when the tempera- 
ture was several degrees below zero, until 
their attire was frozen stiff. 

On one occasion the boy was kept at work 
in the cold, improperly clad, until his toes 
were frozen and dropped off. They were fed 
on victuals mixed with noxious fluids, like 
kerosine, turpentine and worse. When 
brought into court both children showed 
the effects physically and mentally of the 
agonies they had suffered. The dphenee of- 
fered was that Mrs. Bell inflicted only euch 
punishment as a parent or guardian had the 
right to do, but the jury pronounced her 
guilty and the full penalty of the law was 
meted out. 


MUST HEBD UNCLE sau 


The City Will Have to Abandon Its 
Dump Boats. 


There is trouble in gtore for Harbor and 
Wharf Commissioner Stone. There is a Con- 


gressional. ehactment Which prohibits the 
dumping of refuse matter into the rivers, 
and as that has always been done in . 
Louis, and must now be stopped, the situa- 
tion is somewhat embarrassing. Among 
other things the enactment says: 

It shall not be lawful te place, discharge 
or deposit by any process, or in any man- 
ner, ballast, refuse, dirt, ashes, cinders, 
mud, sand, dredgings, sludge, acid or any 
other matter of any kind other than that 
flowing from streets, sewers and passing 
therefrom in Hquid form, in the waters of 
any harbor or river of the United States 
for the improvement of which money has 
been appropriated by Congress.” 

For many years the city has maintained 
boats in the river for the sole purpose of 
receiving all kinds of dirt and refuse to be 
dumped into the river. Thousands of tons 
of dirt have been tossed into the Missi- 
sippi over the dumpboats and been carried 
off by the current to form new land some- 
where below. 

Commissioner Stone says that the dump- 
boats must be abolished. There are about 
300,000 cart-loads dumped into the river an- 
nually, and a new place must be found. 

The Commissioner says as soon as he 
can he will present the matter to the Board 
of Public Improvements, and arrange to 
abandon the river dumping; Superintendent 
Macklind of the street department said: 

“That is just what should have been done 
long ago. It costs us more money ta haul 
our sweepings to the dumpboats than it 
does to gather them. 

“It will be a very easy matter for us to 
make arrangements with the railroads to 
haul off our dirt and take it to points 
where it is needed for filling. We can put 
our railroad dumps almost anywhere we 
please, and can certainly make our hauls 
much shorter and cheaper than they are. 
The vegetable stuff and all that sort of re- 
fuse can be pressed and rolled and sold to 
farmers for fertilizers,”

House Committee on Appropriations to-day 
reported to the House the general defi- 
clency bill, the last of the regular appro- 
priation bills for this session. The total 
amount carried by the bill is $4,791,340. The 
principal deficiencies for which it provides 
are:

The 
strawberry crop is injured and reduced on 
the same account and many who have ber- 
ries are unable to market them, fine as the 
prices are, because they can’t secure re- 
frigerator boxes, the supply being too small 
for the crop.

“It is this way: Jones has got Karr 
right, and Krueger has got Jones right. 
Nothing that happens is known.“ 

James Sullivan, said to be one of the lead- 
ers in the rebellion at the Work-house last 
Wednesday, uttered the foregoing as he was 
ushered into the jail yesterday. Deputy 
Sheriff Langford brought Sullivan and 
Henry Nagel from the Work-house, and 
each will be tried for stealing a horse. 

Sullivan had just finished a sixty-day 
term for petty larceny. When he left the 


Work-house he was in a bad humor and 
tongue-lashed Bupt. Karr and the guards 
to the best of his ability. He coined epi- 
thets for their benefit, and they could not 
harm him, for he was a Sheriff's prisoner. 

To a Post-Dispatch reporter Sullivan told 
the following, which he said were only sam- 
ples: If, he said, any one of the fifty or 
more long-term men were guaranteed pro- 
tection from the wrath of the guards, they 
could tell many tales of horror. Men, he 
said, were absolutely butchered. The slayer 
of cattle granted his victims more humane 
treatment than fell to the lot of poor devils 
who found their way into Nick Karr’s 
bastile. 

“I repeat,”’ said Sullivan, Jones has Karr 
right and Krueger has got Jones. What if 
Krueger gets drunk on cans of beer in the 
ehack on the edge of the quarry? What if 
while he is in this condition he beats half 
a dozen men half to death? The men go to 
Jones, He says, ‘Go on, Krueger's all 
right.“ 

“Jones won't believe anything against 
Krueger. Take a man with any sort of 
pride, they will fix him. If he stays there 
very long, he won't have spirit enough when 
ae, ete out to resent an insult from a 
c , 


"Take what happened to me yesterday. 
Krueger was telling the reporters what a 
good fellow he was and left it to me. I 
told the truth, and he wanted to break 
my head with a club, but the reporters 
stopped him. But when the reporters left 
they didn't do a thing to me. arr shows 
me up, that is he lined his guards in two 
rows, and I had to walk between, Then 
he says: Men here's a no account, thieving 
— — —. If he makes a false break kill 
him, and the man that doesn’t can't work 
for me.“ 

Krueger then takes me up for impudence, 
gets a few falls out of me, and locks me up 
in the bull ring all night. 

Let me tell you a few things. One of m 
cellmates, John Dempsey, sassed a guard, 
He was taken out, and the black watch 
dog set on him. The animal's teeth plerced 
his flesh in several places, and when the 
poor fellow got enough he was thrown back 
into the cell, In two weeks he took sick, 
foamed at the mouth, snapped at every 
one, and had convulsion after convulsion. 
They sent him to the City Hospital, where 
he died. They called it blood-poisoning or 
something, I say it was hydophobia, and 
Dempsey was murdered.

All Union Hersesheers and €arpenters 
Are Commanded te Walk Out 
Premptly May 1. 


The Executive Committee of the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor at Boston has 
ordered a general strike by the union car- 
pentera and horse shoers of the United 
States to take effect May 1. The strike is 


for the purpose of securing to labor a uni- 
form work day of eight hours. It is under- 
stood that every union horseshoer and every 
union carpenter, save those in St. Louis, 
will stop work on that day and remain out 
until they secure a concession of shorter 
hours. 

When the eight-hour day, is secured by 
these organizations other crafts will strike 
and a succession of strikes will continue un- 
til every craft has secured the concession 
throughout the country. 

This is the explanation given by St. Louis 
labor organization representatives in speak- 
ing of the statement that the American 
Federation of Labor has ordered a general 
strike of all crafts for that day. 

The carpenters of St. Louis will not be 
affected by the strike order. For some time 
the union carpenters have enjoyed this con- 
cession from ithe bosses. The only exception 
to the rule with the carpenters is in the 
matter of the auditorium being erected for 
the Republican Convention. They are being 
compelled by Contractor McClure to work 
ten hours, As they are being paid acoord- 
ingly, there is not much discontent over it, 
save on the part of members of the Build- 
ing Trades Council, the central body, who 
believe that the men at work on the audi- 
torium should refuse to work more than 
eight hours in order that more idle men 
could be given employment. 

In the St. Louis Trades and Labor Union, 
but one craft, the cigarmakers, have se- 
cured the eight-hour day, so that sooner 
or later the score or more local unions 
in it will be affected by the inauguration of 
the general eight-hour movement, Two 
weeks ago the brass workers, who are in the 
Building Trades Council, and the Trades and 

bor Union also, appointed a committee to 
secure an eight-hour day, and have achieved 
the concession from all but two of the 
bosses, so that they will not be affected by 
an eight-hour strike, unless it comes to a 
sympathetic one. 

With the exception of the eight-hour 
agitation and some matters of jong stand- 
ing, St. Louis is freer from disturbance in 
the matter of labor this spring than it has 
been for years. 

“St. Louls is the champion union labor 
city of America,” said Secretary Steinbiss 
of the Building Trades Council, to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter. “Just now, too, we are 
better off than we have ever been. In St. 
Louis the laboring man does not regard 
everyone who wears better clothes than he 
as his enemy. We talk to employes aud 
to the representatives of capital as equals, 
because we are citizens and on the same 

lane with them as to citizenship. Union 
abor in St. Louls is known to be conserva- 
tive, not prone to strikes or boycotts, in 
fact, refusing to resort to them in the 
Building Trades Council, In that way it 
has come to be regarded with respect by 
those who empoly labor and by the general 
public. Our course in the Build! Trades 
Council in regard to strikes and 
has provoked criticism from labor organ- 
izations in the East, but- we have demon- 
strated over and over again the value of 
arbitration. 

“In regard to the general eight-hour 
movement to be inaugurated, the only 
danger will be from the fact that some men 
are ‘hoggish.’ The best plan for securing 
the eight-hour movement is to demand an 
eight-hour day on the basis of eight-hours’ 
pay. In this way, by the reduction of the 
time of work, the idle men will rapidly se- 
cure employment, and when the supply is 
thus reduced and finally exhaust al- 


enhanced, and soon the workman will be 
earning in the eight-hour day as much as 
— hay earns in the ten hours he has to 
v *

EDWARD B. NEELY, SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS, ST. JOSEPH. 


Edward B. Neely, Superintendent of the | 


Public Schools of St. Joseph, was born in 


Accomac County, Virginia, Dec. 25, 1828. 
He entered the junior class of Washington 
College, Pennsylvania, now known as 
Washington and Jefferson College, and was 
graduated with honors in 1847, in his nine- 
teenth year. His preparation in the classics 
seems to have been unusually good, as 
soon after his matriculation in Washington 
College he was appointed teacher of the 
preparatory classes in Latin and Greek in 
that institution. Immediately after his 
graduation he accepted the position of as- 
Bistant in an academy near Baltimore. 
1850 he was elected principal of Margaret 
Academy, a well known institution of 
learning in Eastern Virginia. 

In 1855 he moved to St. Joseph, Mo., 
where he established a private school for 
boys, and by his disereet and able man- 
agement won for himself the confidence 
and support of the people of that city. The 
war prevented the establishment of a pub- 
lic se oot system esd Ane. 12, 1864, when 
M vely was electe uperintendent of 
ae Public Schools of St. Joseph by a 
He has held 
this office for thirty-two consecutive years,

Mr. Neely has always taken a prominent 
art in the educational matters of the 
tate. In 1866 he was elected president of 
the Missour! State Teachers’ Association, 
which met at St. Louls, and he was also 
elected County Superintendent of Public 
Schools by a vote far in excess of any 
party strength. This position he held for 
several years, until he declined renomina- 
tion. In 1870 he was appointed a member 
of the Board of Regents of the State Nor- 
mal School, and was by that board elected 
its president. In 1887 and again in 1889 Mr. 
Neely took a trip to Europe for the pur- 
pose of acquainting himself with the edu- 
‘ational institutions of Germany. In 1890 
he was appointed a member of the Free 
Public Library Board of St. Joseph, and is 
serving his second term in that capacity. 
Among the educators of the State; Mr. 
Neely holds high rank. He Has always been 
a progressive man and in educational 
matters is considered a wise adviser. His 
administrative ability is shown in the suc- 
cessful manner in which the schools of St. 
Joseph are conducted, for under his able 
supervision they have grown to be ac-

DR. BOYD ON BRIBE GIVING. 


The Text ef His Sermon Shows That He 
Blamed the Tempter. 


The Post-Dispatch, basing its criticism 


t upon the report of Dr. Boyd’s sermon that 


appeared in the morning papers last Mon- 
day, suggested that he should level his 
shafts at the men and corporations who 
give bribes, as well as at those who ac- 
cept them. The full text of Dr. Boyd's 
sermon, which he has submitted to ‘the 
Post-Dispatch, shows that he did exactly 
this, as the following excerpts will demon- 
strate: 

“I utter no apology for the bribe-giver, 
for the man who tempts his fellow to wrong 
for his own gain and advantage. 


“The party that is the aggressor in cor- 
ruption, that makes the overture, the first 
advance, that party, be he citizen or legis- 
lator, is the really guilty man, and the one 
whom the law should punish. 

“By this reasoning I must not be charged 
with having any sympathy with a group 
of men who sit down and deliberately plan 
how to secure by bribery a valuable — 
chise from the city and then by paid attor- 
neys and ‘go-betweens’ systematically at- 
tempt to buy the necessary votes in the 
Assembly. Inssuch a case the corporation 
is the greater criminal. Verily, such cor- 
porations in the long run partly reap their 
reward. For violence, that seek at times 
to destroy their property, is merely an at- 


ing way, to get even with chicane and 
fraud. And such corporations ought not 
to complain if the city government which 
they have conspired to emasculate has not 
the virility to defend them.“ 

Speaking of the apathy concerning muni- 
cipal reform manifested by prominent citi- 
zens, who may themselves be members of 
corporations concerned, about the action of 
municipal officers, Dr. Boyd said: 

‘And if by chance any such citizen should 
happen to be a member of any Grand-jury, 
you can readily understand why his atti- 
tude to a searching investigation might be 
one of cold reasonableness or indifference; 
and why it would require the most exact 
and overwhelming legal evidence to con- 
vince him that the public good required the 
indictment of a bribe-giver, or a present- 
ment to the court on the subject of muni- 
cipal coruption.”’ 

„ „ We have on the one hand a class 
of rich men, who, knowing they can buy 
what sf want, are indifferent to the ad- 
ministration of city affairs; and, on the 
other hand, an officeholding class who rel- 
ish the 2 of their unique posi- 
tion. The former think there is nothing 
specially immoral under the circumstances 
in getting what one must have out of the 
city government by fair or foul means; the 
latter think that it is perfectly legitimate, 
seeing that their term of office is brief and 
their salary small, to make as much as 
possible while the sun shines.“ 

* * * “Now, when we add to this the 
further fact that many of those whom we 
call our best citizens, that is, people with 
money, social osition, and very Iikely 
chur memb Ip. seem to be personally 
interested in having a local government 
that it not too honest; as attorneys, or in- 
vestora, or business men, are likely to be 
interested in building contracts, or paving 
contracts, or electric lighting, or a gas 
company, or street railway franchises, or 
other matters requiring city action, and 
are willing to contribute to the support of 
& corrupt or semi-corrupt administration, 
and ask no questions except 1 nS 
to the treatment to be accord to the en- 
terprise in which they are interested— 
when we consider this alarming fact, we 
— nd why municipal reform 
makes 80 little ars in many of our 
American cities, and why even promising 
movements towards the bettering of urban 
— have been wrecked on hidden 
rocks.“

The statement in the first few lines of 
this ad.— The great fortunes of América 
have been made by owning real estate,“ 
and The extreme poor of this country can 
attribute their condition to the fact that a 
large per cent of their wages goes for rent 
—could not have been made truer or 
stronger by the most ardent single taxęr. 
Further on the ad. reads: “If you cannot 
own a home in St. Louis, make arrange- 
ments to stop paying rent, etc.” Here 13 
an admission almost that it is hardly pos- 
sibie for the poor to own a home in St. 
Louis, appearing in a journal devoted to 
the interests of St. Louis manufacturers 
and voicing much of the sentiments of 
an association having for its object the 
building up of St. Louis. Of course, the 
ad. is a paid-for one, and it does not follow 
that it reflects the sentiments of the pub- 
Usher or the association, but it is none: 
the less lamentable that a real estate man 
is able to tell such a palpable truth. There 
are hundreds of merchants in St. Louls 
who ‘are staggering under high rents and 
whose business is paralyzed from it, and 
yet there are many men who think that 
real estate boomers are a blessing to a 
city in helping to build it up. The invita- 
tion of the advertiser above quoted is 
very specious, and much like the same 
sort of one given by the spider to the fly. 
He does not intend to give something for 
nothing, for should it be known that any 
considerable number of men accepted the 
invitation to go to Madison, it would soon 
be seen how quickly rents there would go 
up, and Madison would soon be as expen- 
sive for the poor to live in as St. Louis is 
now said to be. Madison would simply be 
another addition to the hundreds of in- 
stances of the iniquitous system of land- 
booming and speculation for private gain, 
not for the public good. The single tax is 
coming just as sure as truth is mighty 
and will prevail, it is coming sooner than 
some of us think, and such admissions as 
the above ad. are simply in the progress of 
reform, another mile-post driven down for 
public opinion to tie to.

Oe here in Delaware alone, but all over 
the codntry, the movement is progressing.

DEATH OF A GIANTESS. 


Queer Stery of Her Peculiarities and 
Tenacity of Life. 


Special to the Post Dispatch. 

HOLDEN, Me., April 18—The Selectmen 
of Orrington, who, as overseers of the 
poor for that town, attended the funeral 
of Mrs. Lucretia Kenney last Sunday, 
spent considerable time during the services 
in figuring out how much the town would 
have saved if a former board had granted 
her request and allowed her to die ten 
years ago. If the woman had lived until 
October of this year she would have been 
102 years old. ‘Though she was reared in 
comfortable circumstances and married 
well, the last fifteen years of her life were 
passed as a pauper, supported by the town. 
In her early days she was a giantess. She 
was six feet tall, weighed 200 pounds and 
had a record of having whipped three 
men, killed a bear with a sled stake and 
made more enemies in her long life than 
most women would care to gain. 

Owning a good farm here and another in 
Orrington, she wasted both in lawsuits and 
called upon the town for support. When 
the overseers of the poor called to in- 
vestigate her case fifteen years ago they 
found her sufféring from a stroke of 
paralysis, which made her unable to move. 

“I suppose you want me to die right 
away?“ she said, when they had learned 
that her property was gone. 

They told her that, while they should 
hesitate to express their feelings so blunt- 
ly, she had grasped the sentiments of the 
meeting in a businesslike way. 

“Well,” she said, “if you want me to 
die in five years or less send me back to 
the old place in Holden. If you keep me 
here I will live forever, just to spite vou.“ 

Notwithstanding the threat they boarded 
her in Orrington, where she improved so 
rapidly that in two years she had been in 
three fights and was able to walk about. 
As her health and temper increased fewer 
people wanted to board her, until, at the 
end of six years, no one would take her 
short of $ a week, with medical attend- 
ance extra. 

Bills of extra cost came in and trouble 
mounted up until April 11, 1891, when the 
overseers gave in completely and got board 
for her with Mrs. Ring at the old place 
in Holden. As soon as she entered the 
parlor where she came as a bride seventy 
years before she looked around and said: 
There, I am comfortable now, and in five 
years from to-day I will die.“ 

A year ago a second stroke of paralysis 
made it difficult for her to walk, but she 
was still as hearty as usual until the mid- 
dle of March of this year. Then she re- 
fused to eat. Last Saturday several neigh- 
bors called to see her, bringing her fellies, 
soups and other articles to tempt her ap- 
petite. She heard what they had to say 
and told them all to go out. : 

“When you hear the bell ring.“ said she, 
“you may know I am done, and can send 
for the undertaker.” 

They sat in the kitchen for half an hour 
or more, talking about the old woman's 
queer ways and wondering how long she 
could lve without eating. Suddenly th: 
bell tinkled gharply, and hurrying in to 
learn what she wanted they found her 
dead in bed At the funeral, which was

Not as a Steady Diet, but to Es- 
cape From Prison Bars. 


The New York papers are telling of the 
clever way in which old-time regular sol- 
diers stationed at Governor's Island and 
Forts Wadsworth and Hamilton escape 
prison for drunkenness or other violations 
of discipline, by eating soap. They get very 
sick and are sent to the hospital. 

The scheme is to take a piece of soap 
(ordinary washing soap is used at all the 
posts), cut off a plece about as large as a 
quarter and twice as thick, chew it up 
and wash it down with water. It takes 
but a few moments for the vile stuff ,to 
work. There is a most violent wrenghing 
at the stomach, a deathly sickness seizes 
the prisoner and he froths at the mouth. 
Of course he is hustled off to the hospital, 
where an emétic is administered, and there 
he remains, in a clean, comfortable cot, 
with the best of eat and drink, until the 
extreme weakness which his unusual meal 
has caused leaves him. 

The soap-eater invariably wins. Although 
the physician may strongly suspect the 
cause of the prisoner’s illness, he is under 
orders not to make any experiments, and 
a soldier in confinement suffering from we | 
allment of whatever nature must be 
moved to the post hospital at once. 

St. Louis had a notable case of this kind 
some years ago. A sick prisoner was sen 
from the Work-house to the hospital an 

romptly escaped, The facts have never 
He published for the simple reason that 
at the time the doctors did not know they 
had been duped.

James Bartley, an English Sailor, 
Is a Modern Jonah. 


There are people who have refused to 
swallow the Jonah whale story. Scientists 
have declared that Jonah could not have 
been swallowed by a whale, because that 
anjmal’s swallowing apparatus is not large 
enough, and if he had been he could not 
have survived his queer imprisonment for 
three days without air. 

And now comes a modern Jonah to con- 
fute skeptics and scientists. 

The Paris Journal des Debats publishes the 
story, and Henri de Parville, the scientific 
editor of that conservative paper, adds 
that the evidence is such that he believes 
it. This is the story: 

On the 25th of August, 1895, the man in the 
“crow’'s nest“ at the masthead of the Star 
of the East sighted two enormous sperm 
whales The steamer immediately gave 
chase and soon came within half a mile of 


one of them, a huge male. Two boats, fully 
equipped in the usual way, were lowered 
and rowed towards the animal. James Bart- 
ley’s boat was the nearer, and from its bow 
was fired a bomb lance which struck the 
whale in a vital part. The sailors backed 
water with all their might, but were not 
quick enough, for the monster in the agony 
of the flurry“ seiged the boat in his jaws, 
smashing it like kindling wood.

Parliament Asked to Pass a Law Re- 
quiring Them to Be Muzzled. 


Bees in England are declared to be suf- 
fering from hydrophobia, and Parliament 
is to be asked to pass a law requiring per- 
sons who abe 4 bees to muzzle them. 

At first sight this proposition seems ab- 
surd, yet when it is carefully considered 
it will be seen that, after all, it is placed 
on a scientific basis. It has been noticed 
for some time among those who have given 
careful attention to the subject of apiaries 
and their inhabitants, that some disease, 
untraceable in its nature, and yet exceed- 
ingly virulent, was monthly 5 chad hay more 

revalent among the swarms in the United 

ingdom. This disease seemed a sorg of 
murrain, which one bee communicat to 
another. Investigation showed it was a 
species of rabies, which the insects impart- 
ed to each other by bites. 
This was the conclusion the Surrey Bee 
Keepers’ Association reach at a recent 
meeting. In the course of a 
the president of the association, 
sey, chairman of the Surrey County Coun- 
cil. announced that it was the intention 
of many, if possible, to muzzle the bees in 
order to wet rid of the disease.

MOVING MOUNTAINS. 


One Is Working Great Mischief in a 
French Village. 


edt 


A “moving mountain” is working great 
mischief in the mining districts of the 


Gard, thirty miles from Nimes, in France. 
This mountain, known as the .Gouffre, is 
advancing at the rate of five yards a day 
towards the Gardon river, has already de- 
stroyed a big colliery, and threatens the 
main line of the Paris-Barcelona Railway. 
The crowning catastrophe will come when 
the mountain falls into and blocks up the 
river; for then the damming of the stream 
will mean the inundation of the whole 
country. The explanation of this phe- 
nomenon of a mountain in motion is sim-. 
ple. The Gouffre lies upon a layer of soft 
rock, which has been converted, by the 
heavy rainfall of the Cevennes, into a sort 
of tobogganing ground for the superim- 

osed layers; the layer underneath being of 

ard rock impervious to water. This un- 
happy combination of. strata has caused 
many terrible landslips, perhaps the most 
notable of which was the slipping forward 
of the Rossberg into the Lawke of Lowerz, 
whereby the whole village of Goldau was 
overwhelmed and destroyed. This hap- 
pened just ninety years ago. Quite re- 
cently a disaster of a similar nature de- 
curred at Elm, another Swiss village. The 
annals of Switzerland contain many records 
of this kind, though happily the landslips 
are seldom attended with great loss of life, 
because ample warning is given, as à rule, 
of the impending catastrophe. 


BALLAST FOR DUCKS. 


A Scientific Discovery That Elucidated 
a Puzzling Mystery. 
“Few people credit a duck with the sense 


he really possesses,” said Fred Ozenne, a 


isciple of Nimrod to a New Orleans Times- 
— reporter. For years 1 had been 
wondering what had caused the presence of 
a good-sized pebble bank on the shore of 
the lake in the Grandivola section of the 
Louisiana marsh. Had it been a sand bank 
I could have understood it, but it was com- 
posed of pebbles, all very much alike 
rounded and smooth, almost to a size, an 
apparently differing from the small stones 
found in the gravel beds of the South.

The chief peculiarity of the Hoatzin con- 
sists in the fact that when it is hatched 
it possesses four well-developed, the front 
pair being of a reptilian- character. The 
young birds leave the nest and climb about 
like monkeys over the adjoining limbs and 
twigs, and act and look more like tree 
toads than birds. After hatching, the 
modification of the fore limbs begins, the 
claws of the digits falling off, and the 
whole of the claw-like hand becoming flat- 
tened, change into wings. After this modi- 
fication has taken place, feathers begin to 
grow, and in a short time not a vestige 
remains of its original character. The 
adult birds not only have no claws upon 
their wings, but their thumbs even, are 
so poorly developed that one would hardly 
suspect that in the nestling we have the 
nearest approach to a quadruped found 
among existing birds.

THAT RYER LIVED. 


Extinct Patagoniam Bipeds With 
Legs Like a Horse. 


A monster hunting expedition has just 
been sent out by Princeton College. It is 
going to Patagonia, where there are more 
remarkable creatures, dead and alive, than 
in any other part of the world. The mem- 
bers of the party expect to make notable 
additions to the specimens of prehistoric 
creatures now in this country. 

In Patagonia have been dug up remains 
of extinct birds whose leg bones were big- 
ger than those of a horse. These gigantic 
fowls are massively built, and probably 
weighed as much as five hundred pounds 
when full grown. They had enormous 
heads, which in some instances measured 
nearly two feet from the back of the skull 


to the tip of the huge beak. Undoubtedly 
— were carnivorous, and, it is believed, 
waders, resembling herons in their habits, 
They could not fly at all. 

his strange country of Pa ma was 
the home of vast numbers of gigantic 
sloths, representing numerous species. 
Some of these queer animals were as big 
as two elephants, but extremely sluggish. 
They were very stupid, having nearly the 
smallest brains of any known mammals in 
proportion to their size. Their food was 
vegetables wholly, and it was a habit of 
theirs to pull up trees by the roots for. the 
purpose of getting at the foliage. For ‘this 
Purpose the monster would squat on its 
haunches, its massive hind legs and huge 
tail serving as a sort of tripod, while it 
grasped the tree trunk with its forearms 
and dragged it out of the ground. 

Not less strange than the sloths were 
the colossal glyptodons—precursors of the 
modern armadillos. Though bearing some 
sort of resemblance to tortoises, they were 
mammals. They had skeletons on the out- 
side of their bodies as well as on the inside; 
in other words, they were clad in an im- 

enetrable armor of bone from nose to tail, 

his armor was solid, and not flexible like 
that of the armadillo. Full-grown speci- 

mens attained a length of ten feet and a 
weight ot over a ton. 

In those days there were multitudes of 
huge creatures in Patagonia, which resem- 
bled modern ant-eaters, of the genus sloth 
and f:lly twelve feet long. N 

Over the plains of Patagonia 100,000 years 
ago roamed herds of animals related to the 
modern llamas, which are cousins to the 
camels of the Old World. Some of them 
were far larger than any camel, as is shown 
by bones that have been dug up. The whole 
country is full of the fossil remains of as- 
tonishing creatures, whose species have 
long since passed away. One object of the 
Princetor. expedition is to obtain data that 
will throw light on the relation of the 
fauna of that region to the fauna of North 
America. It is believed that many species 
of animals now inhabiting the United States 
—notadly certain rodents, such as the 
gopher—originated in Patagonia and made 
their way gradually northward. 

The modern fauna of Patagonia is hardly 
less remarkable than that which is extinct. 
At the southern extremity of that country 
the guanacos—animals of the camel tribe— 
have a dying place.” It is a spot to which 
all of these beasts inhahitating the neigh- 
boring plains repair at the approach of 
death to deposit their bones. Darwin first 
recorded this strange tnstinct of theirs, 
and his observations have since been fully 
confirmed by others. Accurately speaking, 
there are several of these dying places, the 
best known being on the banks of the Santa 
Cruz and Gallegos rivers, where the valleys 
are covered with dense thickets of bushes 
and trees of stunted growth. There the 
ground is scattered thickly with the bones 
of countless dead generations, the animals 
in most cases having crawled before dying 
beneath and among the bushes. 

The strange armadillo, one of the most 
ancient of surviving creatures, figures con- 
spicuously in the fables current among the 
natives of Patagonia, being represented as 
an animal fertile in expedients and du- 
ping other beasts, especially the fox, just as 

rer Rabbit doés. Snakes, venomous or 
otherwise, are its favorite prey, and it kills 
them actually by sawing them in two with 
bony shell, 
The armadillo sems to be proof against the 
venom of the serpent. In the same part of 
the world is found a venomous species of 
toad, the bite of which is often fatal. It is 
extremely hideous, and bigger than a man's 
fist. It snaps Savagely at anything that 
comes near, hanging on with the tenacity 
of & bulldog. When teased it swells itself to 
such an extent as to appear as if about to 
burst. 

There is a species of frog in Patagonia 
known as the wrestling frog,“ Which does 
not hesitate to attack human beings. Dr. W. 
H. Hudson, the naturalist, tells of an ad- 
venture, says the San Francisco Examiner, 
he had while out snipe shooting one day 
when, peéring into thé disused burrow o 
some rodent animal, he saw a burly-looking 
frog sitting within it. “Though it watched 
me attentively,”’ he says, the frog remaified 

erfectly motionless, and this surprised me. 
efore I was sufficiently near to make a 
grab. it sprang straight at my hand, and, 
catching two of my fingers with its forelegs, 
administered a hug so sudden and violent as 
to cause an acute sensation of pain. Then it 
released its hold and leaped away.” 

The supposition is that this frog relies on 
its hugging power to astonish an adversary,

— erich and Mr. Robyn gave the 
sonata in F a forceful and finished 
But the gem of the evening 
was the Dvorak quintette. This superb 
work, — one of the greatest examples 
of modern chamber music composition, with 
ite wealth of fresh and beautiful melody, its 
striking rythmg, its bold originality of 
treatment and its fascinating Slavonic col- 
or, received 4 superb interpretation at the 
hands of the club. Never have they played 
with more delicacy of expression and sur- 
ety of execution, with more freedom, nerve 
a don, than in this last number of 
their last recital. A fitting close for a 
brilliant and successful season. 


Can it be true, as a musical friend as- 
sures me, that in the large audience of 


Theater, with the composer at the piano, 
was remarkably well received on both oc- 
casions. The applause was hearty and pro- 
longed and a repetition demanded and, in 
part, anted. 

Mr. Conrath, who has heretofore devoted 
his creative talents to the smaller forms of 
pianoforte composition, has proved in this 
work his ability to meet successfully the 
more exacting demands of the larger forms 
as well.
